Effort to Prevent so Much Usejof

is Astounding. 


Clandestine lovers who have been 


relying upon the postal service and 
the post office to carry on their af- 
fairs, must be more cautions. Un- 
cle Sam and his local representa- 
tives, including Postmaster C. A. 
Frazee, and his entire force are after 
them. While it will not be possible to 
stop these affairs entirely, the local 
postal authorities are going to see 
that it is carried on less 'boldly. 


.The postmaster has received an 


order from the department at Wash- 
ington advising that every possible 
ffort be made to stay the improper 
use of general delivery. 
The post- 


master is given authority to compel 
minors receiving mail_at the general 
delivery window to give the name of 
their parents, and their reason for 
wot having their mail delivered. 


Uncle Sam has promoted many a 


scandal and 'also helped to cover it 
up because of the strict postal regn- 
laitious which compel the authorities 
to have absolute proof that the mail 
received is n'cit for legitimate pur- 
poses. The proof must be convincing 
—not circumstantial—before 'any ac- 
tion can be taken and the postal em- 
ployes ask how are they to stop ev- 
ery clandestine love affair when they 
have no way -of seeing the contents 
of the letters. 


Postmaster'Frazee stilted 
today 


the public would be surprised if they 
kivcw the class of people who have 
office boxes when there is no appar- 
ent, reason why they should not re- 
ceive their mail at their brines. 
He 


says there are some women, socially 
prominent, who rent boxes, but men 
are the chief patrons. 


The order in part is as follows: 
The attention of postmasters at 


offices having city carrier service is 
called K> paragraph two. section 713, 
postal laws and regulations, compli- 
ance' with which should prevent the 
improper use of the general delivery 
by residents. Postmasters at such 
places may require all persons sup- 
posed to' be residents to furnish, in 
writing their names «nd addresses 
and statements of their reasons £OT 
preferring to be served at the general 
delivery. 


Minors calling at such offices may 


be requested to furnish -flic, informa- 
tion indicated 
above, and also the 


urines of their parents, in order that 
the parents may be n'citified and have 
an opportunity to control the deliv- 
ery of mail to the extent authorized 
bv /section 643 postal laws and regu- 
lations. 


Postmasters' at 'offices not having 


city carrier service may notify the 
pnrents of minors in all 
instances 


where it appears that the minors are 
wiling at 'the general delivery win- 
dow for m'ail under objectional cir- 
cumstances. 


Section 625 postals lawsand regula 


tions, should be carefully 
observed 


where fictitious names are used. 


General delivery clerks should be 


instructed to use their best judgment 
and to. submit to the postmaster any 
case concerning 
which they are in 


doubt.

UTE EMPEROR WELL 


Had Met Him Several Times 


On Official Visits. 


Washington, July 30. — President 


Taft dictated for publication a state- 
ment regarding his personal sorrow 
and a tribute to the late Japanese sov- 
ereign as he knew him personally, 
aside from expressing to the Japanes" 
government and to the new emperor 
the condolences of himself and the 
American nation on the death ot Em- 
peror Mutsuhito. 


"I am greatly shocked by the death 


of the emperor of Japan," he said. "It 
has been my good fortune to have met 
the emperor as many as half a dozen 
times, and to have come into such re- 
lations with him as his guest as to feel 
that there was a personal friendship 
between us. 


"The 
emperor was a remarkable 


ruler. He was brought to actual pow- 
er through a Shogun rebellion and his 
life has assured the growth and expan- 
sion of the Japanese empire. His gen- 
ius for government was shown in hfs 
selection of generals, admirals and 
statesmen who have reflected glory 
upon the Japanese nation. 
No one 


who knows intimately the story of 
Japan in recent years, will deny to 
Mutsuhito the real leadership of his 
people." 


Messages of condolence were pre- 


pared by the president and Secretary 
Knox and sent to Tokio. The presi- 
dent's message read: 


"His imperial majesty Yoshihito, 


emperor of Japan: On the sad occa- 
sion of the death of his majesty, the 
Emperor Mutsuhito, your illustrious 
father, I offer to your majesty my 
most profound sympathy and that of 
the government and people of the 
United States. 
Accept my good 


wishes for a long and prosperous reign 
and the continuance of the welfare of 
the Japanese empire." 


President Taft was the guest of the 


Japanese government and the emperor 
on two different occasions, and he met 
the emperor on other occasions, when 
his visit was not of such a nature as 
to make him the nation's guest.

HE IS CHARGED WITH MURDER 


Gambler Who CenfeMedly Had Acted 


as Go-Between in Graft Transactions 
Affecting the New York Police in 
Their 
Relations With Gambling, 


Tells Whitman That Becker Incited 
the Killing of Herman Rosenthal. 


New York, July 30.—After Jack 


Rose, Becker's collector of gambling 
money, had confessed that the police 
lieutenant had ordered him to have 
Herman Rosenthal killed, Lieutenant 
Charles Becker was arrested last 
night and held by Judge Mulqueen for 
murder in the first degree. The arrest 
and arraignment of Becker followed 
swiftly after Rose's confession and the' 
confession of Bridgie Webber and 
Harry Vallon, who corroborated Rose 
in important particulars. 


District Attorney Whitman ques- 


tioned the three prisoners for four 
hours, pounding one against the other 
until they all broke down and said 
Rosenthal was shot down in front of 
the Metropole hotel by a hired gang 
because Lieutenant Becker wanted it 
done. 
. The grand jury acted speedily. 
With their confessions warm on their 
lips, Rose, Webber and Vallon went 
before the grand jury, put their hands 
on the Bible and swore that they had 
told the whole truth. Within an hour 
the former commander of the strong- 
arm squad was in a cell in the Tombs. 
But the .men who placed him there did 
not dare to leave the district attor- 
ney's office.

Rose ad- 
mits that he rounded them up that 
night and saw that they were posed 
for the crime. It was for this purpose 
that the car of Llbby and Shapiro was 
used. Rose is not sure, however, that 
they escaped in the gray car, but he 
points to Becker's promises of protec- 
tion as a proof that the mjirderers did 
go clear of the police that night. 


The general manager of the killing. 


Rose, called Becker up by telephone a 
few minutes after Rosenthal was dead 
on the sidewalk in front of the Metro- 
pole.

Mutsuhito added force to 
the event by changing the name of 
the new capital to Tokio, or eastern 
capital. In the year of his marriage 
and after be had been crowned at 
Osaka on October 31, 1868, Mutsuhito 
showed his people that he was sincere 
In his reforms by listing a number of 
them. Torture was abolished by 1873 
and a judicial system founded on the 
code Napoleon was instituted by im- 
perial decree. 


The opposition to the changes at- 


tending the first railroad building and 
other foreign innovations was not 
wholly quited for years, especially in 
the provinces. Three times between 
1876 and 1S84 rebellions were started 
In the provinces against Mutsuhito 
and his modernism. When in 1877 the 
most powerful and warlike clan of 
Japan, the Satsuma, arose in open re- 
bellion the mikado's throne hung by a 
thread, but his war vessels saved the 
government. In 1894 Mutsuhito and 
his army aroused world-wide admira- 
tion by bristling up to the towering 
Chinese empire and thrashing the gi- 
ant soundly. How Japan took care of 
herself when she decided, win or lose, 
to try to block the path of the Rus- 
sian bear that was eating its way east- 
ward, is too fresh in all th». world's i 
mind to go into here. 


The emperor placed Prof. Toyama 


of the University of Michigan, Prof*' 
Hozumi of the English bar and Baron 
Kikuchi of Cambridge at the head of, 
the three colleges that formed the nu-1 
cleus of the imperial university of 
Tokio. He encouraged his people in 
the foreign study of medicine and the 
allied sciences with so much success 
that after the death of Pasteur the 
foremost bacteriologist of the world 
was a Japanese. 


His son, Yoshihito, who was born on 


August 31, 1879 will succeed him as 
emperor. Yoshihito, who has several 
sisters, was married in 1900 to the 
Princess Sada, a daughter of Prince 
Kujo, and they have three children. 
Yoshihito early received a thorough 
military training on land and sea.

Tokio, July 30.—Just before 1 


o'clock this morning, the moment the- 
emperor's death was announced, the 
spaces around the imperial palace 
were filled with thousands of the popu- 
lace of Tokio. They were praying for 
the recovery of their beloved ruler. 
, Here and there in the vicinity of the 
palace was an improvised and rudely 
constructed altar at which a priest 
was leading at prayer. 


There was genuine grief and it was 


universally displayed, many of the em- 
peror's loyal subjects deep in tears. 
The hush was tense; 
nothing was 


spoken except the prayers of a priest

here and there among the crowds. .The 
only other sounds was the rasping 
movement of feet as the mourners ar- 
rived and departed, and the shouts of 
the newsboys in the distance selling 
papers containing the physicians' bul- 
letins in glaring headlines. 


The scenes were similar to those of 


the previous night, when the mourn- 
ers had crowded the palace grounds. 
Again one of the mourners committed 
suicide! leaving a written declaration 
to the effect that he had sacrificed his 
life for his emperor. 


The scene commanded the respect 


of all, and the reverence for the em- 
peror held by the Japanese was mani- 
fested when the. people resented the 
attempt of two photographers to make 
a flashlight photograph of the palace. 
The unlucky men were severely stoned 
and driven away. 


The arrangements for the emperor's 


funeral have not been announced. In 
view of the changes in Japan since the 
late mikado's predecessor's death, it 
is assumed that the ceremonial is like- 
ly to differ from the precedents.

Its History Practically Is That of the 


Late Emperor. 


One day in September, 1872, while 


private and official Japan was in an 
uproar of protest against building a- 
little line of railroad eighteen miles 
long between Tokio and Yokohama, 
and was protesting so bitterly against 
this ungodly innovation of the foreign 
devils that even the military authori- 
ties months before had refused to per- 
mit a survey through a part of Tokio, 
the Emperor Mutsuhito, then in the 
twentieth year of his life and in the 
fourth year of his reign, startled Japan 
with another innovation. The emper- 
or took the matter in hand personally 
and amazed Japan by publicly presid- 
ing at the opening ceremonies of the 
first railroad Japan was to see. Where- 
upon open opposition to railroad build- 
ing suddenly ceased. 


Mutsuhito was the only ruler, and 


doubtless will be the only ruler, who 
lived to see a country during a single 
reign spring from the trammels of me- 
diaeval primitiveness to a place among 
the first nations of the world in mili- 
tary and domestic sciences. 
Until a 


year after the emperor was born Jap- 
an not only was without a navy or 
merchant marine, but she still boasted 
of a national law which absolutely 
prohibited her people In their superb 
seclusion to build an ocean-going ship. 
He was the 121st of his line, according1 
to Japanese history, which holds that 
It runs back to 660 B. C., or to the 
days-of the great Mikado Jimmu. 


Mutsuhito, whose name literally 


translated means "gentleman;" was 
the second son of the Emperor Osah- 
ito. When he was crowned at Osaka 
on Oct. 31, 1S6S the country was on 
the verge of being torn asunder as a 
result of bitterness, partly political, 
partly commercial, partly religions and 
largely superstitious, which arose af- 
ter Commodore Perry had unfolded to 
Japan the glories of the Occidental 
civilization. Civil war, even the pos- 
sible loss of his throne, confronted 
this sixteen-year-old monarch. 


The..agitations were at their height 


when Mutsuhito and his advisers be- 
•gan rapidly to mature a political con- 
•tttvUon which in turn was to lead to 
th» assumption by the emperor of «-

Best Way of Canning Fruit 


The time for the canning of fruits 


is now at hand and have 'been suc- 
cessfully pat away. 


Now will come tomatoes, pickles 


and other fruits and vegetables in 
customary order. 


Although nearly every fruit and 


vegetable can now be purchased can- 
ned in a sanitary and hygienic way 
at a moderate cost, thanks to the 
pure food law, yet most of the indus- 
trious housewives of Bushville and 
Eastern Indiana, prefer to do their 
own canning. And the "men -folks" 
too, 
generally believed that the 


things canned at home are much bet- 
ter, especially if the good wife is an 
«spert in the art of preserving. And 
this art is a real art, too, as not ev- 
eryone can follow it successfully. 


"A great deal of success depends 


•on the condition of the fruit." said 
•one Rushville woman who is versed 
in the art of preserving, the other 
•day. 


"To be canned successfully fruit 


must be in good condition, neither 
"too ripe nor too green, just right. A 
•great many housewives 
make the 


mistake of thinking that 
any 
old 


kind of fruit is good enough to can. 


"This is really a fatal mistake and 


results in the loss of fruit, sugar, 
time and labor. The habit of waiting 
wnlil the season is on in full blast, 
to g-et a big lot of fruit up at once is 
generally a mistake. Because when 
the big bulk of the fruit gets ripe, a 
part of it is always sure to be too 
ripe and this brings unsatisfactory 
results and spoiled fruit. 


'•The great danger from overripe 


fruit is fermenting 
and 
moulding. 


Tor this reason great care must be 
taken in sorting out the fruit. It is 
srenerally a good idea to can the fruit 
in small quantities at a time instead 
of getting one big batch of it. From 
•a quart to six quarts as the picking 
•of a day may provide is an excellent 
plan. In this way yon can get the 
fruit when it has reached the proper 
degree of ripeness. If you • cannot 


use the fruit at once after it is gath- 
ered it can usually be kept solid and 
unchanged for several days in an 
ice box. 


"And then again in canning fruit 


the best quality of-granulated sugar 
ought to be used. To get the best, 
see that you get dry sugar. It is 
moist sugar which is generally filled 
with adulterants. It is false econ- 
omy to buy a cheaper brand of sagar 
for canning purposes, as the result is 
liable to 'be that fruit and everything 
else will spoil. 


"It is hardly necessary to tell the 


housewife of 
average 
intelligence 


that iron kettles should never be 'used 
in cooking fruit as the acid is sure to 
be affected by the metal. Aluminum, 
granite or porcelain ware is of 
course the best for'cooking fruit. The 
vessels if possible should be' large 
enough to permit the cooking of one 
layer or fruit at a time and then 
there is less chance of the fruit's 
getting broken in cooking. 


"When it comes to 
canning the 


fruit the glass is by long ways the 
best receptacle. Glass jars are air 
tight, and the fact that they 
are 


transparent permits the inspection of 
the fruit at various times so that fer- 
nientation may be detected and pre- 
vented by rebelling the fruit. 


"Each year new rubbers should be 


purchased for the glass jars, as the 
rubbers are apt to prove defective if 
used more than once. Before the 
rubbers are used they 
should be 


placed in very Jiot water for about 
fifteen minutes. If the jars have 
glass tops both the jars and tops 
should be baked in a very hot oven 
for over thirty minutes. The germs 
within then cannot 'be killed by wash- 
ing but must be destroyed by heat. 
Cups and spoons should also be 
sterilized by placing them in boiling; 
water for a few moments. 


When the jars are ready to fill they 


should be placed in a shallow vessel 
containing a small amount of water. 
The jars should then be filled to over- 


flowing with the boiling fruit and the 
tops screwed down at once. The 
work of filling and sealing most be 
done quickly and the fruit mnflt b« 
boiling hot when placed in; the jars, 
so that there will he no germs pres- 
ent at all" 


Some Chugs for Autoists 


It of tens happens, says the Mich- 


elin Tire Expert, that motorists trav- 
el on deflated tires for considerable 
distances without knowing that such 
is the case. This is generally due to 
the fact, that punctures are not al- 
ways followed by sudden 
deflation, 


but frequently'allow the air to escape 
very slowly. 


A nail which has entered the tread 


of a tire will not generally penetrate 
to the inner tube until the wheel has 
made a number of revolutions. When 
it does pierce the tube the nail re- 
mains in the puncture, so that the 
tire would not be deflated for hours 
if the'wheel were not in motion. 


But with every turn of the wheel 


the nail as it is brought into contact 
with the ground moves more or less 
in its hole and allows a small amount 
of air to escape. 
It returns, to its 


original position as soon as carried 
upward again. The escape of air is 
hardly noticeable at first, but very 
soon because the nail is moved about 
so repeatedly, the puncture enlarges 
and the escape of air becomes more 
apparent. This takes considerable 
time and in nine eases out of ten the 
motorist will not notice that his tire 
is flat until he has traveled several 
miles. 


Oftentimes this is far enough to do 


much damage, for when a car is trav- 
elling on a deflated tire both tube and 
envelope are literally chewed between 
the rim and the ground. -When the 
tire is examined it is found that the 
walls of the envelope are strained and 
the canvas torn, while the inner tube, 
if it be repaired and 
inflated, will 


show a thousand 
almost invisable

Indiana produced coal in 1911 to 


the extent of 14,201,355 short tons, 
valued at the mines at $15,326,808, 
according to a statement compiled 'by 
E. \V. Parker from the final figures 
received by the United tales Geologi- 
cal Survey. This was''a decrease 
from the figures for 1910 of 4,188,- 
460 short tons in quantity and of 
$5,486.851 in value, which was to 
have been expected, in part at least, 
for the reason that the coal produc- 
tion of Indiana in 1910 was abnor- 
mally large owing to the strike in 
most of the Mississippi Valley tates 
The 1911 figures show, however, a 
decrease of 632,904 tons even com- 
pared with the output for 1909, but 
the value of the production in 1911 
exceeded that in 1909 'by $172,127. 
The average price per ton. which

Sudden braking is harmful to tires. 


It causes the wheels to be dragged 
over the ground, with the result that 
the tire treads are quickly worn 
away. Occasionally motorists applv 
their brakes so forcibly that 
the 


wheels are locked. Xot only is this 
absolutely ruinous to envelopes, but 
it is not generally the quickest way 
to stop.a car. 
A demonstration of 


the same priiiicple is often seen in 
starling a railroad train. If 
the 


throttle 
is 
opened 
suddenly 
the 


wheels of the locomotive will spin 
around without gripping the rails and 
the train stands still, whereas if the 
steam be applied slowly the cars arc 
set in motion.at once. 


Moreover, if the brakes act with 


unequal force, tire trouble is likely 
to result. 
One of the wheels will 


probably run free, while the other is 
checked suddenly. The tire on the 
latter wheel will soon show signs of 
wear. 


If the springs are weak, bad jars 


will cause the upper part 
of 
the 


tires to ru'b against the mudguards.

oblique scratches. 
These cuts are 


crossed at regular intervals, being 
produced first when the bolts strike 
the upper and again when they strike 
the lower part of the tire walls. All 
these matters require the motorist's 
careful attention.

The Smoking Mountain. 


In 1897 I climbed two volcanoes in 


Mexico—Popocatepetl or "the Smoking 
Mountain," about 17,800 feet, and Oriz- 
aba, the former the most famous be- 
cause within view from Mexico City 
and thus a source of especial pride 
and admiration to the inhabitants, who 
have been loath to believe that any 
other of their mountains could be high- 
er. Popo has a really splendid crater, 
about half a mile across and one thou- 
sand feet deep. The walls are gen- 
erally vertical, but in one or two 
places it is possible to descend. When 
workers are engaged in collecting sul- 
phur, machinery is used to hofst them 
up and down. From Popo's summit 
there is a glorious prospect, not alone 
of the immense crater, but of the beau- 
tiful "White Lady," Ixtaccihuatl, re- 
clining a thousand feet below; of Oriz- 
aba on the .far horizon, and of the 
charming valley of Mexico.—-Annie S.

The 
president is not likely to be chosen 
before that time. 


MAY TEST IT 


Constitutionality of New Registration 


Law Is Questioned. 


'Washington, July 30.—At a confer- 


ence at the headquarters of the Re- 
publican 
congressional 
committee 


here, attended by government clerks 
who formerly lived in Indiana and who 
have been voting there regularly, the 
question of beginning a suit to test the 
constitutionality of the new Indiana 
registration law was discussed. The 
point was made that the new law, by 
denying a government employe the 
right to register by affidavit or certifi- 
cate, in effect disfranchises 600 or 700 
Indiana men in government service 
here. 


The clerks who -wish the law set 


aside point out that under the state 
•constitution the right to vote cannot 
he denied a legal voter of the state, 
•who is out of the state on government 
business. 


They further point out that under 


the provision of the new law which 
requires personal registration, 
the 


right to vote is denied government em- 
ployes because they are unable to ob- 
tain leave of absence twice, once to 
go home to register and one to go 
home to vote. Besides, say the gov- 
ernment employes, the expense of two 
trips to Indiana Is 'prohibitive.
